For these figures show the am oun t of subsi- 
aies paid to farm ers, veteran s, busin essm en , an d 
others. H ighest subsid y, of course, is listed as 
paid to veteran s in the form of bon uses an d 
hospitalization , totalin g $4,214,000,000 in 1953. 
W hat m ay surprise some people, how ever, is 
That subsid y paid to busin essm en is about tw ice 
as m uch as th a t paid to farm ers.
